lodged 1 a St. Louls jail. That was an outrage
m ftself, bot it wasonlyio keeping with the
record of a character whe has doue more to de-
fame and disropt the national game than all
otber dofawers and disra put together.
When Baldwin was arrested, this same chsrac-
ter, Voo der Abe, and bis minjons were loud in
their declarations shout the strong case they
bad against Baliwint even one disreputable
creature scribbled out de ons of Haldwin
in the penitontiars.

and that they will sid Baldwin ip at least
gettiog the semblance of fair play.

Tt is & well-kpown fact that higher civili-
zation is slways aitended by new and special
forms of disesse. The eye is peculiarly sub-
ject to ailments entailed by modern condi-
tions, and their
specific natare and
remedies have been
clearly defined by
oculists. It may be
mentioned inol-
dentally that not
long sgo sttention
was drawn to the
faot that o new dis-
ense of the eye,
pecnliar to New
York, was caused
by the fine par-

tioles of iron disseminated through the air’

slong the line of the elevated roads by the
frietion and concussion of the trains. Bul
besides the more complex forms of disease
there are mmpler and more primitive classes
for the oure of which less elaborate treat-
ment is usually resorted to,

When any affection of the eye is depend-
ent on the state of the surronnding tissues,
or a sluggishness in the ciroulation of the
eyeball, and not due to an organie defect of
the lens, or when the nerves of the eye are
affected by sympathy with the nervous sys-
tem generally, various simple remedies are
brought into requisition. Among these are
fomentation, rubbing of the temples and
“dry cupping,” The last named treatment
ilh:ﬁ. ed as improving the circulation of
b in and around the eye, and as restor-
ing the sonvexity of the cornes, thus curing
longmightedness, shortsightedness, wealness
of sight, dimness of vision and other
tions of the eve.

For such purposes various cups and India
rubber ball appliances are often employed,
and a modification of this treatmeat is the
subject of the illustration now given, which
shows & mew invention just patented in
England, The merit of such devices as
these can only be determined by experien
but peading & l.horouih and reliable testo
the invention, it is but fair to regard the
elaim of the inventor that he has devised an
improvement on the ivory cup and rubber
ball for cases where the lation of the
suction aod tension is of the utmost im-
pomnm and has rendered possible the
more effective placing of the cup attach-
ments on the cornea of the eyes, as s sound
ouve; he has certainly devised an ingenions
modification of appliances now used.

In using the instrument the mouthpiece
is placed in the mouth, and the outer open
edges of the bollow eups are placed air-
tight over the eves to be dry-cupped. The
suction then caused through the flexible
tubes by the drawing in of the breath will
eauss 4 vacunm in the cups which will be
retained on the eyes, and the cornea of the
eye will be drawn to the proper coavex or
epherical form or sensation of comfort, the
tongue meanwhile acting as a valve on the
end of the mouthpieee to maintain the ex-
haustion of the air. The instrument is also
made with s single flexible tube snd cup for
operating on one eye at a time.

Folding Vapor Bath.

Thé uss of baths of all kindshas been

rapidly on the increase in this country of
lste years, and tbe Turkish bath is wow
recognized as a necessity by thorough-going
disciples of hygiene. By such a recent in-
vention will be gladly received. This in-
vention consists of a flexible bath tub, that
oan be rolled and folded up in a small pack-
age, which can be easily stowed out of the
way. Itis thuosas bandy article for persons

Prevention of Rust In Bollers.

Prof. 8mithells, in spesking befora the
Leeds ( Eagland) Association of Engineers,
endeavored to answer the gquestion “How
can the metion of rusting be prevented?'’
He said many things had been tried. Iron
might be painted, and by the sdoption of
certain precantions sn effective method
might be arrived at, Ouge precaution was
that the metal must be perfectly clean. A
spot of rust embedded below a coat of paint
would o!ten break out of [fsell. There was
the method of covering the iron with oils
and tarry matters. Theres was also the pro-
oesa of gsluni:inﬁ the iron; the process of
enameling, which was useful for small
srticles, although the enamel was _liable to
ohip off, and the Bower-Barfl process,
which was admirable, Alludiog to boilers
he said that by putting soda into Shem, not
onlv was the scidity of the water correated
bat something was introduced which would
absorb the carbonio acid gas, and prevent
its acting in a rusty capacity.

Eangaroo Versus Sheep.

A curious fact in connmection with the
effect of the progress of civilization comes
from Australia. It sppears that in the
older paris of that conntry the kangaroo is
practically exterminated. In Vietoria the
kangaroos formerly outnumbered the sheep
in the proportion of two to one, and old
shepherds state thal it was pot &n uncom-
mon thing to see the sheep and the kangarco
feeding together npon the plains; as many
83 2,000 or 3,000 kancaroos frequently ac-
companying & flock of 1,000 sheep. The re-
duetion in the number of kangaroos hax
materially affected the possibilities of profit
on sheep farms, as will be seen from the fact
that a “station’” which,in 1850, conld barely
graze 5,000 sheep, can now be made to carry
40,000 without aay danger of being over-
stocked.

Combined Chalr and Desk.

A combivstion chair and desk has been
designed for use in apartmenta where econ-
omy of spaceis necessary. The back of the
chair constitutes the desk, which is held in
position by bolts passing throngh the rear
standards of the chair back. In this man-
ner it is pivoted and can readily be turned
down. A pair of jointed braces plvoted to
the sides of the desk and to the inner sides
of the standards supports the desk at a
proper inclination. It is supplied with &
swinging ink well, pen trays and compart-
ments for stampa and stationery. A large
drawer under the seat forms & receptacle for
bdoks and heavy statiovery. When not in
use as a desk, it 13 closed up, belag beld in
position by tarn buttons.

Novel Fire Alarm.

An original mode of sounding a firealarm
18 adopted in a town in Colorado. In that
region the revolver is copsidered snm indis-
pensable article of daily wear, and affords
the quickest means of announcimg to the
rest of the community the impending dan-
ger. Wheneover a fire is discovered a rapid
sod promiscuous discharge of this firearm
spreads the news through the town. This
method, though erude, found to work
fairly well. It hax, however, one drawback,
in that the fire department, as well as the
publie, is often uncertain whether a fire or
a fight is in progress, and whatever the
truth may turn out to be, somebody ia sure
to be disappointed.

A Cheap Vegetal Buttar,

A pure and wholesome butter substitute,
especially for cooking purposes, is beiog
made in Germany and Holland. It is what
its name implies, & fatty substance, which
resembles butter, but contains no fat. It
consists only of combinrtions of vegetal oils
extracted from eocoanuts and other plants of
fruit which congain oil. Vegetal butter re-
quires salt when wused, as none in employed
in the process of its manufacture. Its retail
price is 16 cents per pound.

Last Raid of Jos Wheeler, Ona of the
Greatest Cavalry Leaders,

GEN. WADB HAMPTON'S EMPTY BOAST

TCORRRSPONDENCE OF THE DISPATCH.]

WassiNgron, March 28,—A sallow,
dark-faced little man who looked almost
siekly by his contrast with the burly ssates-
man’s wife who sat by his side, rode up
from the Capitol in one of the 5-oent ber-
dies yesterday. The face of this man was
extremely seositive. His eves were dark
snd full of soul. His jet black bsir showed
out from under a derby hat, and he seemed
rather to shrink from notiee.

Ax he got into the car he limped slightly,
and he sat thers packed between two big
women like & sandwich until the car came
to the transfer station at the eorner of Ls-
fayetts Park. Here a crowd of women
rusbed in. They saw that the herdic was
full, but that made no diffarence, and young
and old, they stepped in and looked at the
men, inviting them with their eyes to give
them seats. A number of the men were
Congressmen. These sat still, bus whena

ray-haired lady entered the bherdie, this
ittle dark-faced man stood up snd gave her
a seat.
He Took Another Herdle.

The condition of his health, however,
evidently prevented his remaining stand-
ing, and he quietly stepped (rom the herdie
end waited for apother ear, on which be
wounld have to pay an extra fare, This durk-
faced man was Frank R. Stocklon, the nov-
elist. The gray-haired womsn was twice ss
strong as he was, and she antered the kerdio
knowing some man would rise and give her
8 seat.

Frank R. Stockton is doing some literary
work here, He carries his work with him
wherever he goes, and he has some of the
most curious literary methods of any of the
American guthors. He plaos his novel and
writes it out in his head, so to spesk, before
be puts & word down on paper. He thinks
it out down to the conversation, inelud-
qu the commas, periods and exclamation
points, and whea he has the whole story
resdy, and not till then, be dictates it
After beginning his dictation he goes right
along from morning to morning until it is
completed.

He once.old me
that he could dictate better than he could
write, and that the only writing he did was
bis private letters. He sometimes dictates
the lust chapters of a hook befora the first,
and be says he does not see how ome cin
write & novel without he has outlined it
beforehand, He does not revise his stories
to any great extent, and his memory is a
most phenomenal one. He likes Washing-
ton well enongh to come here nearly every
winter, but the most of his work is done at
his home in New Jersey,

General Joe Wheeler’s Last Rald.

The memoirs of Jefferson Davis by his
wife say but littla about General Joe
Wheeler's connection with the last days of
the Confederacy. General Wheeler war the
greatest eavalry leader of the Sonth, and he
is as active now as he was when he followed
the fortunes of Jefferson Davis down into
Georgia. He is a short, slim, nervous, wiry
little fellow of about 128 pounds weight.
His black bair has beeome tinged with gray,
and white strands are creeping In his full
black beard. His heart is still young, how-
ever, and though he has made a fortune
since the war closed, as a planter, there ia
pothing scobbish about him, and he is one
of the most popular Congreassmén at Wash-
ington. He told me theotherday of hislasi
days with Jefferson Davis.

T saw him,” said he, “"when he was still
President, at Charlotte, N, C. He had peen
driven away from Richmond, but he still
.h-gt up his show of authority, He heldhis
Cabinet meetings, and among others who
were présent at the time, were Wade Hamp-
ton, John C. Breckenridge, Reagan and
myself, 1 knew the war was over and
wanted Mr. Davis to filv. He did not seem
to think ss I did and he held = Cabiuet
meeting at which he told mehe had decided to
move my troops on 1o Cokesborough, N. C.
1 then had eight brigades under me, buz I
told Mr. Davis that my men thought the
war was over, and I thought it doubtful
whether I could hold them together. Wade
Hampton was more sanguine, and he pomp-
ously sald, "Well, General Wheeler’s troops
may not obey, but whatever I order mine to
do, they will do.’

The Soldiers Had Had Encugh.

“This put me in rather a bad light, but I
doubted what Hampton said. Upon reach-
ing my soldiers I found that they had all
disbanded, and the best I could do was to
get 500 men who said they would stick to me
and the President. This 500 were splendid
fellows, snd I started with them toward
Cokesborough, but I scon received orders to
go toward Washington and Georgia, As I
went SBouth I stopped at Yorkville, where
Mrs. Wade Hampton was, and called upon
her, She lold me that General Hampton
had just come in, and & moment later he en-
tered. He was as tired and as sad a man as
I have ever seen, He had found thas his
boast about brioging his soldiers with him
was an unfounded one. He had to start out
with a single company, but his men had all
dropped off before he got to Yorkville, and
he Irsd ridden 80 miles on a stretch in order
to get in.

Y“Well, from Yorkville I went South,butI
received au order to disband my troops be-
fore I reached Jeflerson Davis. I had done
so and was lying io the woods in company
with several of my soldiers when acompany
of Federals discovered us, I had torn the
stars from my coat and they could mot teil
my rank. I finally told them who I was,
and they said as I wanted to be with Jeffer-
son Davis they would tske me to him.
Thereupon they carried mwe to Augusta and

ut me on & boat in company with Jefferson
Ehns. Alexander H. Stephens, Clement C.
Clay and Jonn H, Reagan. This boat took
us to Savanosh, and from thence we were
carried to the Northern prison, I was sent
to Fort Delaware, but was released after a
time."”
